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IM P0BTANT FEOM BBITISH COLUMBIA. 

Editor Britisii Colonist : 

Langley Assises. 

The AsBizes were held at Langley, on the 
20th June, — the Grand Jury being for the 
most part drawn from Queenborough, and 
had to como to Langley at considerable ex- 
pense to themselves, — having to pay their 
own expenses and loss of time, which would 
have been avoided had the court been held 
in its proper place, Queenborough. the cap- 
ital, instead of Langley. 

Grand Jury Charge. 

Judge Begbie stated in his opening ad- 
dress to tho Grand Jury that it was their 
duty not only to find true bills or otherwise 
in the cases before them but also to suggest 
any recommendations that they might think 
necessary for tho good of tho country. lie 
touched on tho land and other questions, 
before the public, and stated ho should be 
glad to have their recommendations which 
should be forwarded to tho proper quarter. 
Questions Discussed by Grand Jury, 

The only coso brought bofore the Grand 
Jury was u case of robbery of 180 dollars 
with violence, by three white men from an 
Indian. Tho Indian had identified before 
the Magistrate, two men, but it appeared 
the men who committed the robbery were 
masked, and the Indians had nover seen 
their faces, although tho interpreter had 
stated he had dono so before the Magis- 
trate. Under these circumstances he could 
not properly identify the parties and could 
not swear to what clothes they had on. No 
bill was found. A considerable discussion 
took place afterwards, on tho state of tho 
country and tho withholding lands from 
settlement. It was stated that no 1 jsr than 
200 British subjects had been driven away 
during the last six wooks, and those re- 
maining were expending tho monoy they 
had brought with them, from the delay 
about the land. Thoy all expressed their 
unqualified disapproval of land being mid 
by auction, so as to enablo tho speculator to 
purchase to tho detriment rf the settler who 
woul. 1 , if such was tho esse, only be able to 
purchase from such speculator, and expond 
all his means in acquiring land, and have 
ho much loss to expend in improvements, 
and so not be ablo to compoto with par- 
tins living in the American territory who 
could got land at 5s por aero, if HOttlors, 

Tho mining question and tho tares levied 
on minors was then touched on, but as it 
appoarod Grand Juries woro to lie sum- 
moned in the mining region at Fort Hope, 
Yalo and Douglas, it was thought thoy 



would bo interfering with their duties to 
oiler recommendations, which would come 
better from those places, ant! it was left to 
them to do their duty to the country in 
in this respect. 

Grand Jury Beport. 

The following recommendations were then 
agreed to, which on being presented to 
Judge Begbie, ho promised should be for- 
warded to the Governor : 

"Wo tho Grund Jury now assembled at 
Langley, recommend that any persons who 
may wish to settle in any or all parts of the 
colony of British Columbia shall have the 
privilege to do so to the extent of 100 acres, 
following out the Ctinudian syntcm us re- 
gards surreys, and that the said laud shall 
be sold to them at os per acre, and that tlip 
said parties shall bo compelled beforo they^ 
receive their titles to put improvement* on 
tho same to the extent of $250 within a 
specified tinio. 

We #«pommend that all tho Colonial Offi- 
cers belonging to British Columbia shall 
reside at Queenborough, the Capital; BKjre 
especially that the Treasury bo removed 
there immediately. We express our su- 
preme surprise, that although several gov- 
ernment officials appointed by tho Home 
Government have been some months in the 
colony to fill tho higher positions there, no 
Executive Council has been called together 
by the Governor, notwithsanding the crit- 
ical state of the colony." 

Dospotism, Taxes. 

Two members of tho Grand Jury volun- 
teered to forward to the English papers 
copies of our proceeings as wo must place 
our case before the Britisii Public to get 
them to assist in tho absence of Legislati ve 
and Executive Council here, and so get re- 
lief from our present difficulties, as we 
have plenty of gold but want proper legis- 
lation instead of the present despotic rule, 
which is now more despotic than Russia, 
Austria or any other country Thou- 
sands have. ir>to<:onBCriuenc(>. been driven 
from our colony, and our population 
is reduced from 10,000 to about 2,000 ; 
every trade is taxed $7 50 per month, or 
.£18 per year for trading; even a cobler at 
Fort Hope had to pay this tax for mending 
shoes, equally with the large dealer. Tho 
retailer of spirits or beer $600 or ^120; 
the commission merchant or wholesale deal- 
er, if ho gets a consignment of a few cases 
of beer, on which his commission may 
amount to a few dollars, has to pay $500 
or X100 per year. The miner ia taxed 20 
shillings per month whether fortunate 
or not, even for the right to search for 
fresh diggings, he has to pay for regis- 
tering his claim and may other taxes. 
The right to supply water to tho miner is 
taxed, I believe, $500 or £100, and if any 
other persons draw wntor from his ditch, 
they are subjected to tho same tax. We 
have to pay 10 per cent duty, in the mar- 
ket, not invoice value as in other countries, 
on everything that comes into tho colony. 
We have to pay duty for importing live 
cattle, and potatoes are also taxed. A 
heavy duty is paid on spirits, which is 
quite right, if smuggling be prevented, but 
as I know that 000 gallons wore smuggled 
last week what cbunco has the honest 
trader ? These tnxos are not levied by the 
Legislative Assembly, electod by tho peo- 
ple, but by tho will of tho governor. 
Government Opposed to Settlement. 

At the same time, tho land is jealously 
guarded from settlement, nnd we are tola 
we must wait until it is surveyed, and then 
it will be sold by auction, of course to 
speculators, and the settler can only buy 
from them, At present there it is not 
likely to bo surveyed for the noxt five 
years, oven if then, under the present rule, 
and of course the people '.'iere who emno 
out to settle, will, by that time, bo starved 
out, or driven to tho American territories. 
In tho meantime the II. B. Company havo 
a farm ut Langley, and every month they 
can delay settlement is so much gain to 
thorn. 

Opprossion of Minors. 

The miners have been so disgusted with 
oppression that they have left diggings, in 



which they can get from ?5 to S20 per 
day, nnd have returned to California where 
they cannot ninko more than S2 to S3 per 
day, and that uncertain. This tnct speaks 
volumes. 

Favoritism. 

The people have also to complain that 
instead of the sappers and miners building 
th eir own houses, heavy contracts have 
been given out for the snme, by favor, 
without being advertised for, and the pre- 
ference has been given to Americans, who 
havo employed American workmen, who 
will leave for California when tho job is 
done ; and they have used American timber 
in the construction, so that this colony or 
that of Vancouver's Island, has received" no 
benefit whatever, it is so much money taken 
from our pockets, that has been spent in 
foreign labor, without the hope of return. 
We also complain that goods for all in the 
service of the government are free of duty, 
to give Victoria a preference over this place 
in the trade. 

Violation of Public Faith. 

Tho purchasers of lots at Queenborough, 
havo nlso to complain that faith has not 
been kept with them, and that the reserved 
lots arc to be leased in competition with the 
buyers, one or two being already given 
out. It was distinctly stated at the sale 
that the lots were to be reserved, and it 
was never understood when such high 
prices were paid, that the government 
would compete with us, and compel us to 
let our capital lie idle until they had dis- 
posed of these lots. The truth' certainly 
does not require it, and thereforo it is con- 
sidered a trick has been played us, unwor- 
thy of an English colony. 

Hew Governor.-- Appeal to England. 

These are some of our grievances, but 
we have many more. We wish to lay our 
case fairly before the English public and 
ask their assistance, with that of the Press, 

rn n»oi'»t no hy irivinfr nnhlieity to Our 

cose. >\ o have one of the richest coun- 
tries in the world. We have land to culti- 
vate, coal, copper, iron, and silver mines 
ready to be worked, and our gold diggings, 
as well as quartz; veins. All information 
is jealously withheld from the English 
public, and every difficulty will be placed 
against these being worked, unless we 
have a change. Wn want a governor, not 
a military man, used to colonial work, who 
is unconnected, and lias never boon con- 
nected with the II. B. Company, or any 
other company, who will carry out the or- 
ders of the HomoGovernnient, as contained 
in the Blue Book ; give us liberal institu- 
tions ; call our Assembly together its early 
as possible ; to promote emigration direct 
from England and the Canadas, with which 
latter country our interests are closelv in- 
terwoven ; get our laud settled by a loyal 
and industrious British population; give 
every facility to the miner, than whom a 
moro intelligent class does not exist, as 
their very pursuit leads them to study, nnd 
so the mind becomes open for the admission 
of knowledge. Anil they will also be 
found orderly when living under good laws 
properly administered. We also want 
law-making as to how possession may be 
hnd of the working, by companies, of the 
copper, silver, coal, and quartz mines, so 
that people can go to England ami get 
companies formed for working them, and 
no company ought to be allowed to hold 
moro than ono mine, unless by consent of 
the Assembly, to prevent any more mono- 
polies. 

Wo can say to tho English public this is 
our case. We ask you to keen us, and not | 
let us be starred out, in the midst of, 
plenty, and so give assistance to a' colony I 
that will ono day be one of tho richest 
which England possesses in these seas, and 
will be reaily to take off a great part of 
her surplus population, as fortune is before I 
all here, as soon as we can get proper gov-, 
eminent, and no Monopoly is allowed to I 
rule tho country and drive all nwny except j 
thoir own servants.

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CONCESSION AND AGITATION. 

Government in but a contract between 
tho people arid the rulers. If the hitter 
tails to fulfil the conditions they have ob- 
ligated themselves to perform, theory of re- 
form is heard, — and when no redress can 
he obtained the people resort to revolution. 
In this Colony tho mismanagement of our 
affairs has become so unbearable that tho 
people havo been forced to assemble and 
demand a change. Three hundred of our 
most substantial citizens, representing the 
wealth and intelligence of the Colony, have 
on Saturday evening last harmoniously and 
dignifiedly, and in a constitutional manner, 
signified their wishes to tho government in 
relation to a change in tho land system of 
the Colony. It will bo well if the govern- 
ment will profit promptly by this expression 
of public feeling, and remove the abuses 
connected with that department, — and con- 
cede the object sought. 

By so doing it will avoid in some degree 
what every well-wisher of the country must 
deprecate, — agitation. It must not be un- 
derstood, however,. that tho only evil of 
which the Colony has to complain lies in the 
land department, or if reform there is con- 
ceded that ngitation will then cease. On 
the contrary, reform is required in every 
department ot the government ; and we 
view the land reform meeting ns but the 
prelude to a series that will include every 
question of public interest. Prompt con- 
cession may abate the warmth of public in- 
dignation at the failuro of tho administra- 
tion to discharge its duty, but it will not 

disarm tho public. Nothing but a ready

try for a thorough and substantial reform, 
by securing a representative assembly tho 
choice of tho people, not the nominees of a 
monopoly; by placing the judiciary on the 
footing of competency and confidence ; and 
by organizing tho government so that 
efficiency and economy will mark every de- 
partment, — and the whole conduce to the 
development of our industrial resources, — 
till then agitation will not cease.

LAND REFORM MEETING. 

At a meeting of the inhabitants of Vic- 
toria, held at Assembly Hall, Saturday, 
July 2d, for tho purpose of ratifying or 
amending the resolutions and petitions 
drafted by n Committee appointed at a meet- 
ing held on Juno22d. J. T. Pidwell, Esq., 
was called to tho chair, C. G. Alston, Esq., 
appointed Secretary. 

The chairman explained in a few well- 
timed remarks tho objects of the meeting, 
and briefly adverted to the objection which 
had been raised as to tho informal manner 
the first meeting was called. He asked the 
meeting if it endorsed the action of that 
meeting, and received an unanimous re- 
sponse in the affirmative. 

.Mr. C. B. Young reported the resolutions 
/find petitions, which were accopted, and 
vote of thanks was tendered to the Commit- 
tee. 

Mr. J. N. Thain moved, 

Resolved, That the history of nations, and 
the experience of ages, dictate a liberal en- 
couragement of tho art of agriculture, as the 
only sure guarantee of tho enduring pros- 
perity and wealth of a country. 

Seconded by Mr. A. Laugley. Passed 
unanimously. 

Mr. C. A. Bayley moved, 

Resolved, That the true policy as well as 
duty of government is to encourage agricul- 
tural pursuits above all others ; to induce 
immigration to the country ; to invite the 
hardy pioneer to occupy its territory ; to 
furnish the actual settle" cheap access to 
the soil — whereon to permanently invest 
his labor, and rear his home. 

Seconded by Mr. Trewoek. Fassed unan- 
imously. 

Mr. Selim Franklin moved, 

Resolved, That the practice of making 
the public lnnds a sourco of revenue is un- 
wise and impolitic ; that instead of attract- 
ing to, it repels population from the coun- 
try ; nnd that tlio better policy, grounded 
on the experience of new countries, is to 
donate tho public domain to bona fide set- 
tlers rather than exact a high price with a 
view to rovenuo ; that tho taxable property 
of a country whose land system is liberal, 
so rapidly increases that it soon yields a 
revenue which far exceeds the proceeds of 
the sale of lands at any price. 

Mr. Main seconded. "Passed unanimously. 

Mr. Duncan moved, 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this 
meeting, the public lands of this Colony 
which arc held by the Crown, for the bene- 
fit of tho people, if sold at all, to actual set- 
tlors, should not exceed in price SI 25 per 
acre, payable in five years — or such sum as 
would barely pay tho expenses of survey. 

Seconded by Mr. J. Austen. 

Mr. S. Franklin moved an amendment, 
that the words "for the benefit of the peo- 
ple" be omitted. 

After some discussion, in which Messrs. 
■\Vaddington, Young, DeCosmos and others 
took part, tho resolution was carried unan- 
imously. 

Mr. Harris moved, 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this 
meeting, the departure of valuable immi- 
grants from our shores in consequence of 
not being able to obtain agricultural lands, 
imperatively demands the adoption of a 
land system which would enable tho pion- 
eer to obtain hind at once, on application, 
in quantities not exceeding 100 acres. 

Sccondod by Mr. Byles. Carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. G. I. Wight moved, 

Resolved, That a preference should be 
given to actual settlers in the choice of the 
public lands, surveyed or unsurveyed: that 
a land system should be adopted which 
should guarantee to them a pre-emptive 
right ; and that they should have ample time 
to locate lauds for permanent homes, by ac- 
tual residence and progressive improve- 
ments, before they are offered in the market 
for general competition. 

Seconded by Mr. J. D. Carroll. Passed 
unanimously. 

Mr. Duncan offered a resolutiou in rela- 
tion to taxing public lands, which was with- 
drawn after some discussion. 

Mr. G. J. Wight moved, and Mr. Hicks 
seconded, 

Resolved, That tlio petitions to the Gover- 
nor and Council and to the House Assem- 
bly, which had been read to tho mooting, 
be" adopted. 

Pajsod unanimously. 



Mr. DeCosmos moved, Mr. Begg second- 
ed, 

That the chairman appoint a committee 
to circulate them for signatures, and pre- 
sent them to the Governor and Council and 
to the House of Assembly. 

Carried unanimously. 

Messrs. C. B. Young, A. Waddington, 

— Harris, G. J. Wight, and J. N. Thain 
were appointed a Committee to present tho 
petition. 

A vote of thanks was given to tlio Cluiir- 
an and Secretary, when the meeting ad- 
journed sine die. 

The following is a copy of petition to tho 
n-ernor and Council. That to the Assem- 
bly is of the same tenor. 
To Bis Excellency, the Governor, and the 
Honorable, the Council of Vancouver's 
Island: — - 

Your Petitioners, the undersigned, actual 
residents of this Colony, and doceply inter- 
ested in its prosperity, having viewed with 
alarm the departure of many of Her Majes- 
ty's loyal subjects and others from this Col- 
ony to the neighboring republic; and hav- 
ing learned that their departure has been 
induced by the difficulty of obtaining agri- 
cultural lands at once, on application, and 
by not being obtainable on such terms as 
uld afford equal encouragement to actual 
settlers in this Colony, as are offered in the 
neighboring republic; and believing that 
we shall lose many more of Her Majesty's 
loyal subjects and others whom it is desira- 
ble to retain, as well as induce those who 
are now on the way here or desirous of 
coming, to turn their attention to countries 
where greater encouragement is offered to 
agriculturalists ; and persuaded that except 
the land system of the colony is materially 
modified, tlio prosperity and settlement of 
the country will be seriously retarded j and 
believing that the encouragement of agri- 
culture is the surest way to secure the en- 
during prosperity of the country; and that 
a liberal land system is best calculated to 
rapidly populate the colony; and holding 
that the public lands arc the patrimony of 
the people vested in the Crown for their 
benefit, — and presuming that your Excel- 
lency and the Honorable Council have at 
heart the well-being and prosperity of the 
country, and arc desirous of introducing 
those changes which you may deem neces- 
sary to secure so desirable a result ; — 

Therefore, Your Petitioners would res- 
pectfully Hiibir.it to your Excellency and the 
Honorable Council, that they humbly pray 
that the Crown lands of this Colony may be 
opened at once to actual settlors ; that a 
preference may be given to them in tho 
choice of the public lands, surveyed or un- 
surveyed, over capitalists ; that they may 
lie secured in a pre-emptive right ; that the 
highest price of land to actual settlers may 
not exceed one dollar and twenty-five cents 
per acre or such price as will barely cover 
the expenses of survey ; and that five years 
may be allowed for its payment ; all of 
which is most respectfully submitted, hoping 
that it may plcaseyour Excellency and the 
Honorable Council td take this humble peti- 
tion into your favorable consideration, and 
your petitioners as in duty bound will ever 
pray.
